For many years horse breeders in 
all countries have selected and 
bred horses on the basis of color. 
Some have even founded breeds on 
color. Yet much is still to be done 
before all the facts about color in- 
heritance in horses are proven. 


In these articles I shall attempt 
to give some theories advanced by 
reputable geneticists and breeders, 
and some facts gleaned from stud 
books. Such information, however, 
is always open to many errors. 
There can be lack of a knowledge 
of color by the applicant for regis- 
tration, changes in color during 
the life of the colt and just plain 
oversight. Then too, the investiga- 
tors may not have had access to all 
the relevant facts. 


As an example, I know of horses 
registered as chestnuts that have 
turned out to be dark mahogany 
bays, and brown horses that turned 
grey. Few breeds have been able to 
perfect a color pattern. The excep- 
tion is the Suffolk, which must al- 
ways be chestnut. 


For this reason it is probably safe 
to assume that most all American 
breeds are hetrogeneous for coat 
color. They carry the color factor 
for several colors, and these re- 
cessive factors may show up any 
time later. 

Breeds that require a certain 
color for registration will have a 
great deal of trouble in eliminating 
these hidden recessive factors. Un- 
til they are able to do this, they will 
have to discard many otherwise 
good individuals. The writer has 
observed beautifully colored Palo- 
minos from parents of other colors, 
and I understand that the now- 
popular Appaloosa color may come 
from parents of another color. 


Here are a few general observa- 
tions of interest before we get into 
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the technical genetical phase of 
this subject: 


If we look closely enough into 
the background of most of our 
American breeds, we find some 
member of the family tracing to the 
“woods”; that is, to unknown an- 
cestry. This is proven by the fact 
that we have some paints in most 
of our light breeds which are de- 
scended from Thoroughbreds and 
Arabians. Yet neither breed is sup- 
posed to produce Paints or Palo- 
minos. Every beautiful paint I saw 
when a boy was called an Arabian, 
but I discovered later that they were 
half-breeds. 

A brief description of horse col- 
ors will help the reader interpret 
the facts of color 
BLACK needs no description. 
BROWN, many times mistaken for 
black, comes in shades from seal to 
rusty black. However, one can al- 
ways distinguish the browns by 
their light coloring below eyes, 
around muzzle, and around the 


flanks. 


BAYS come in different shades 
of light red, sandy bay, and dark 
blood bays with black mane, tail, 
and legs. 

SORRELS and CHESTNUTS are 
classified together but differ in 
shade from light reddish to dark 
chestunt, and liver chestnuts with 
flaxen mane and tails. 

GREYS: Black and white hair, 
and may be almost white or almost 
black. Usually dark when young, 
turning lighter with age. 

ROANS may be any shade of 
color interspersed with white hairs. 
They come in all shades. 

WHITE, with light skin pig- 
ments throughout, are considered 
ALBINOS. However, there are 
some whites with darker eyes and 
skin that are not Albinos.

LOW, Buckskins, Duns, Creams, 
and Mouse-colored horses in one 
group, believing they are different 
only in the intensity of their color. 
In view of their action, this au- 
thor is inclined to agree with them. 

Some excellent authorities be- 
lieve that white legs and head 
markings are merely albinoism as- 
serting itself in a limited degree. 
On the other hand, geneticists be- 
lieve that color of legs, mane, and 
tail is independent of body color 
and behaves as a separate character. 
Both authorities agree they work 
independently of body color.

February that Mr. Chappelle Free- 
man phoned to ask whether we'd 
allow his 14-yr-old daughter Nan to 
do sketches of horses in the 
TEXAS HORSEMAN booth at 
the Show. And it was not 30 min- 
utes after her arrival that she be- 


came to the focus of attention. 


Nan Burks Freeman has talent 
surely; in Ye Editor's humble 
opinion she has genius as well. 
Crowds surrounded her easel daily 
and nightly during the Fat Stock 
Show. For Mrs. Twila Merrill of 
Pine Ridge, South Dakota, Nan 
drew a pastel of Mrs. Merrill's 
famous Appaloosa SNOW 
CLOUD;; for Janet Leisk of Hous- 
ton she did a splendid portrait of 
another Appaloosa. Both were 
highly pleased with results that 
this very young artist sketched for 
them. 


Remember Rosa Bonheur of 
Paris, who was too poor to pay for 
live human models, so resorted to 
sketching the big draft horses in 
the market at Les Halles, and in 
time became one of the world’s 
greatest painter of horses?

While at the Stock Show, 
Nan also finished several pictures 
from live models. Her first life 
drawings were done at last year’s 
show, when she drew in the booth 
of radio station KTRH. Last year 
she drew Fat Stock Show President 
Douglas Marshall's white Arabian 
JUBILEMA. 


Although Nan has been at the 
Stock Show only 2 years, her inter- 
est in art, and horses in particular, 
has been evident since she began 
drawing them in the first grade. At 
11, she was awarded a 5-year schol- 
arship to the Houston Museum of 
Fine Arts Scholarship Class. She 
has studied there under Miss Nor- 
ma Lynn Wood and Mrs. Bernice 
Marshall. Nan also assists Miss 


Frances Homeyer at the Museum's 
art course on Saturdays. 

Though her chief interest is 
horse drawing, Nan has also had 
exhibitions in the Museum of Fine 
Arts and in the Houston Post's 
Easter Art Exhibit. She won -5 
awards in this year’s Scholastic Art 
Exhibit, a nation-wide art compet- 
ition. Her painting, “Reclining 
Cat’, was a national finalist in the 
show. 

Nan plans to major in art in 
high school and to continue her art 
career through college. After col- 
lege, she plans to work in some area 
of art. 

"The only trouble’, she says, “'#s 
that I don’t actually own a horse”. 
Because she wants to know her 
subject even better, she hopes soon 
to use the proceeds of her work to 
buy herself a real live model.

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HIGH SIERRA 
TRAIL RIDE 


To combine a 5-day leisurely 94- 


mile horseback ride under 75-ft- 
high pine trees on a hot summers 
day with the breezes from not-too- 
far-away snow-capped mountains, 
sounds like the acme in trail rides. 
But to add to this perfection a 
glimpse of the West's glamourous 
23-mile-long Lake Tahoe, is surely 
to mark the High Sierra Trail Ride 
as one of the nation’s outstanding 
experiences for the horse lover and 
his family everywhere. 

The 8th annual High Sierra Trail 
Ride begins on the edge of Lake 
Tahoe in central California at 8a.m. 
Monday morning August 3rd and 
ends at Placerville five days later, 
August 7th. Provision is made for 
riding in and out of competition, 
and there is both Adult and Junior 
competition. 

This Trail Ride is sponsored by 
the Highway 50 Association. Mile- 
age covered for each of the 5 days 
is as follows: 24, 13, 17, 15, and 
25. Trails are in the unspoiled 
primitive wilderness of the High 
Sierras, accessible only by horseback 
and on foot. The ride is through 
some of the most beautiful areas of 
these Western mountains. As the 
trail leads out from tall pines, 
there are breath-taking views of 
snow-capped peaks. Both Monday 
and Tuesday night stops are beside 
swimming 


mountain lakes, with 


available 
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Horses must be in proper con- 
dition, sound and well shod. Reas- 
onably good tack to avoid break- 
downs. Leather or rope halter and 
10 ft. lead rope are required. Can- 
teen and bedroll are necessary and 
it is advised to include also soap, 


towel, comb, and swim suit. 


The entrance fee of $75 for a 
senior rider and $45 for a junior 
rider takes care of all meals for 
the 5 days, and hay and grain for 
the horse. It is also possible to 
take only part of the Trail Ride, 
and each overnight camp is access- 
ible by automobile.

Mr. C. W. Carlsmith 
of Hawaii bought two animals, to 
be sent to his home in our newest- 
of-all states. Mr. Epps bought one 
to be shipped to Leesville, Virgin- 
ia. Two animals went to the Three 
C Bar Ranch in Montana; and sev- 
eral went to Louisiana. 

Texas, of course, had most of the 
buyers. Top price of $4650 was 
paid by J. Frank Daugherty of 
Olton for a colt. Mr. C. N. Cook of 
Corpus Christi bought four ani- 
mals, priced respectively $4050, 
$3500, $3050 and $2300. 

Average price for the 25 head 
sold was $3036. As indication of 
the rising market, this average was 
just TWICE that of only two years 
ago. Evidently there's inflation in 
the horse market too!

We have 
been able to go 10 days without 
our four bucklers, and the lots and 
drives are actually dry.

We have colts poppin’ out all 
over the place.

GULF COAST 
GLEANINGS

We paid a little visit to the Sun- 
shine State of Florida last month, 
but the sunshine was mostly 
“liquid”, spiked with chilly weath- 
er. I sure wished for my _ heavy 
coat. 


The track at Ponce de Leon is 
real nice and the barns are the 
best I've seen for several years. 
They are boarded solid within; 
no one horse can peep through and 
see his neighbor. There are about 
23 barns, each with about 25 stalls 


and tack rooms. On both sides of 
each barn there is a covered walk- 
way about 10 ft. wide that runs the 
length of the barn, a pretty nice 
place to walk horses under, when 


it was raining so hard. 


Six of these barns were alloted 
to Quarter Horses; the others were 
for Harness Horses. Almost 900 
horses were stabled there during 
the course of this meet. 


Most of the track is enclosed by 
a white board fence. especially the 
circle where the Harness Horses 
ran. In the center is an attractive 
pool, in which ducks floated. The 
grandstand is painted in pastel 
colors by sections, up and down. 
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Radiant heaters suspended from the 
roof threw out heat onto the fans 
below, and when all the floodlights 
were on at night it was really pretty. 

No children are allowed in or 
around the grandstand, and they 
were not very welcome even in 
the parking lot. I guess it’s the 
law there, due to the Parimutuel 
Wagering. 

From what I could hear and 
from the few things I saw, it 
seemed like the men in charge were 
more exprienced and a little more 
concerned with Harness racing. The 
circle track was kept in good shape 
and they were working Harness 
Horses there almost constantly. The 
Quarter Horse men, on the other 
hand, had only short periods in the 
morning to gallop. 

The straightaway extends on the 
circle about half of its distance. 
The entire straightaway distance is, 
I believe, 440 yds. and after horses 
left the circle track, it was mud all 
the way to the gates. I saw horses 
go to their knees in mud. They 
must have thought they were plow 
horses and could plow it up! 

Some of the men got their dan- 
der up, tired of washing so many 
horses’ feet every day, so they met 
and chewed the fat a little. Finally, 
the track was filled in where the 
horses had bogged down so bad.

Say . . . don’t any of 
you want a good partner and train- 
er (without any money) to start 
something like this near you? Do 
you? Ha! Ha! And adios for now.

From the standpoint of inherit- 
ance, all animals are made up of a 
large number of 
characters. Many, rather than one, 
gene function in developing each 
unit character, and unit characters 


inherited unit 


dominate others during the de- 
velopment of the individual, thus 
determining its apparent character- 
istics, 

A recessive unit character, un- 
able to manifest itself in the pres- 
ence of the dominant unit character, 
may be carried along for many 
generations. Then it will appear 
again when it finds itself with a 
like recessive unit character. 

In the next article, I will point 
out how this applies to color in 
horses.
